Acts  xx.  Verse  io. 

T rouble  not  your felves,  for  his  Life  is  in  him . 

PHILANTHROPY,  or  the  general  love  of 
our  fellow-creatures,  was  pradlifed  within  a 
very  circumfcribed  bound,,  and  but  little  under- 
Hood,  previous  to  that  propitious  sera,  when  the 
glorious  Gofpel  of  Chrift  blazed  upon  the  be- 
nighted minds  of  men,  and  the  fun  of  righteouf- 
nefs  arofe  with  healing  in  his  wings.  As  the  evi- 
dences of  Chriftianity  obtained  their  proper  in- 
fluence, fo  in  proportion  the  feeds  of  piety  and 
-virtue  gradually  fprung  forth  ; thofe  good  works, 
which,  when  pradlifed  upon  truly  Evangelical 
grounds,  are  the  ornaments  of  our  Religion, 
began  to  exalt  our  nature,  and  to  advance  the 
human  character  to  that  fuper-eminent  dignity, 
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-'or  which  it  was  at  firft  defigaed  by  its  great 
Author,  But,  as  our  all-wife  Creator  well  con- 
fidered  that  fomething  more  than  precept,  was 
neceffary,  to  imprint  upon  the  minds  of  men  the 
great  and  leading  principles  of  the  Chriftian 
faith;  therefore,  to  eftablifh  them  more  gene- 
rally, and  to  give  them  that  extent! ve  fpread, 
which  they  have  lince  obtained,  and  towards 
-which  they  were  then  advancing,  he  refolves  to 
pay  his  gracious  vifit  to  this  lower  world ; and  to 
bring  to  perfection,  by  his  own  perfonal  example, 
that  great  delign  which  he  had  in  view,  and 
which  by  precept,  however  perfect  and  unerring, 
pould  be  but  imperfectly  accompli thed. 

To  make  ,his  example  as  impreffive  as  pof- 
fible,  he  determines  to  exhibit  to  the  aftonifhed 
beholders  fqme  inftancesof  his  fupernatural  power. 
To  this  important  end  he  mixes  familiarly  with 
every  defcription  of  men  ; and,  in  the  rood  con- 
defcending  manner,  endeavours  to  remove  their 
fcruples,  and  to  eftjiblifh  their  minds  in  the 
belief  of  thofe  doCtrines,  which  he  came  by  his 
pwn  meek  and  humble  example  to  cultivate  and 
improve  in  them.  He  therefore,  during  the  foi  ty 
years  he  lived  with  them,  took  every  opportunity 
to  convince  the  Infidel,  and  reclaim  the  Sinner, 
pje  exhibited  before  them,  as  often  as  occafion 

Offered,  thofe  miracles,  which,  in  the  then  in- 
H fant 
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fant  ftate  of  the  Chriftian  Church,  were  lie- 
cellary  for  eredling  it  upon  that  firm  balls  on. 
which  it  now  fiands  ; and  againft  which,  I trull, 
the  {hafts  of  modern  infidelity,  and  the  futile 
cavils  of  the  fpecious  fons  of  human  reafon,  will 
be  in  vain  directed.  JBift,  as  a time  was  coming, 
when  our  great  Pattern  would  quit  this  earthly 
theatre ; as  a period  was  approaching,  when  his 
great  example  was  to  be  loft  to  mankind  ; and  as 
he,  by  his  omnifcience,  could  dive  into  the  womb 
of  time,  and  difcover  the  hidden  things  of 
darknefs ; he  forefaw,  that,  unlefs  he  left  behind 
him  fome  ftriking  inllances  of  the  effedl  of  his 
do<ftrine,  the  irrefolute  and  weak  mind  of  man 
would  imperceptibly  fink  into  a fatal  forget- 
fulnefs  of  him,  and  thereby  frullrate  his  gracious 
endeavours  to  procure  for  them  prefent  peace 
and  everlalling  happinefs. 

To  obviate  fo  fatal  an  evil,  and  to  perpetuate 
the  remembrance  of  him,  and.  his  gracious  in-*- 
tentions  to  refcue  them  from  the  paths  of  dark- 
nefs and  error,  he  refolves  to  fejedl  fome  from 
amongft  thofe  who  had  dillinguifhed  themfelves 
for  their  more  open  and  acrimonious  oppofition 
to  the  facred  precepts  of  Chriftianity,  as  proper 
objedls  whereon  to  exhibit  his  divine  power ; as 
well  as  to  difplay,  to  the  end  of  time,  the  i - 
reliltible  force  of  the  Chriftian  belief,  and  the 
8 4 cpnyidlion 
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conviction  with  which  it  trikes  the  confidences 
even  of  the  greateft  unbelievers. 

Amongft  thofe  to  whom  he  communicated 
himfelf  in  a moft  wonderful  manner,  no  one 
Hands  more  prominent  upon  record  than  St.  Paul. 
As  he  had  been  the  greateft  blafphemer,  by  a 
natural  climax  he  became  the  greateft  faint.  Our 
Saviour,  therefore,  endues  him  with  ftrength  from 
on  high,  and  gives  him,  in  common  with  the 
reft  of  the  Apoftles,  a healing  power  and  a 
divine  virtue,  to  perform  thofe  wonderful  mi- 
racles, which  tended  to  ftrengthen  others  in  their 
belief,  and  enabled  them  to  emerge  from  the 
dark  clouds  of  ignorance  and  fuperftition.  Thus 
divinely  gifted,  we  find  him,  in  the  chapter  from 
whence  my  text  is  taken,  in  direct  imitation  of 
his  gracious  Mafter,  preaching  to  the  Difciples ; 
and  enforcing  that  faith,  of  which  he  himfelf  was 
fo  great,  fo  ftriking  an  inftance. 

Whilft  thus  profitably  employed  in  imprefting 
upon  the  minds  of  his  hearers  thofe  great  truths 
which  now  forced  themfelves  upon  his  enlightened 
mind,  and  to  which,  for  a long  time,  he  had  been 
a total  ftfknger  ; now  it  was,  that  that  all-gracious 
Being,  who  had  been  the  inftrument  of  his  re- 
markable converfion,  afforded  him  an  opportunity 
of  evidencing  the  power  of  his  Religion ; for  it 

is 
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is  related,  “ that  there  fat  in  a window  a certain 
fC  young  man  named  Eutychus,  being  fallen  into 
<e  a deep  deep  : and,  as  Paul  was  long  preaching, 
c(  he  funk  down  with  fleep,  and  fell  down  from 
cc  the  third  lofr,  and  was  taken  up  dead.  And 
Paul  went  down,  and  fell  upon  him;  and,  em- 
i6  bracing  him,  faid.  Trouble  not  yourfelves,  for 
his  life  is  in  him.” 

In  this  relation  we  may  trace  the  goodnefs 
and  longTufFering  of  our  God.  We  may  ad- 
mire that  unbounded  loye  for  his  fellow-crea- 
tures, which  marks  the  character  of  the  great 
Apoftle  St.  Paul ; particularly  for  thofe  who,  like 
himfelf,  had  long  lain  dormant  to  the  powerful 
influences  of  the  Divine  Spirit.  And  it  will  like- 
wife  teach  us  to  admire,  encourage,  adift,  and 
co-operate  with  thofe  Tons  of  humanity,  who,  in 
imitation  of  the  great  Apoftle,  are  employed  in 
railing  up  from  the  gates  of  Death  thofe  who  had 
affumed  his  own  ghaftly  femblance,  and  were 
apparently  bound  in  the  chains  of  the  univerfal 
leveller. 

The  goodnefs  and  long- fuffering  of  God  may 
be  traced,  when  we  reded!  upon  the  torpid  ftate 
in  which  Eutychus  muft  long  have  been  involved, 
with  refpedl  to  the  leading  and  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  the  Chriftian  faith.  St.  Paul,  the  mod: 

eloquent 
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eloquent  of  preachers,  the  moll  learned  of  the 
Apollles,  the  moll  zealous  promoter  of  true  Re- 
ligion, and  the  moft  convincing  teacher  of 
Gentiles,  could  not  roufe  him  to  a ferious  at- 
tention, though,  in  the  mod:  animating,  mallerly, 
and  enforcing  language,  he  was  difplaying  the 
great  advantages  of  a lincere  and  rational  belief, 
and  was  magnifying  the  great  Mailer  of  the 
Chriftian  name.  . To  have  conligned  a fellow- 
creature  to  the  dark  manfions  of  the  grave  ; to 
have  allowed  the  grim  tyrant  to  triumph  over  his 
apparently  devoted  vidlim,  while  he  continued 
untouched  by  the  powerful  voice  of  divine  in^ 

' fpiration  ; as  it  would ' have  been  utterly  incon- 
liftent  with  the  important  work  in  which  St.  Paul 
was  then  employed,  fo  would  it  have  been  a re- 
flexion upon  that  power  by  which  he  was  in- 
fpired,  and  under  the  guidance  of  which  he 
was  then  fulfilling  the  great  end  of  his  divine 
million, 

He  therefore  alTurnes  to  hjmfelf  that  life-giving 
power,  with  which  he  felt  himfelf  endowed  ; and, 
approaching  towards  the  body,  faid  to  thofe  who 
flood  around  it,  “ Trouble  not  yourfelves,  for 

his  life  is  in  him.1*  The  fpeXators  of  this  me- 
lancholy fcene  were  no  doubt  bitterly  deploring 
the  fate  of  the  unfortunate  Eutychus.  St.  Paul, 
>vhofe  feelings  were  now  as  much  alive  for  the 

poor 
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poor  fufferer,  as  his  zeal  was  intent  upon  pro- 
moting his  great  Mailer’s  glory,  immediately  fell 
upon  the  body,  and,  by  a miraculous  embrace, 
redored  it,  with  its  now  re-aliumed  functions,  to 
the  aHonifhed  beholders  ; for  we  are  informed,  in 
the  twelfth  yerfe,  that  they  brought  the  young 

man  alive,  and  were  not  a little  comforted.” 

We  are  not  told  whether  the  parents  of  the 
haplefs  youth  were  amongll  thofe  who  formed  the 
mournful  circle.  It  is  moll  probable,  and  the 
age  of  the  young  man  fupports  the  fuppolition, 
that  his  parents  were  yet  alive.  If  fo,  what  mull 
have  been  their  fenfe  of  the  goodnefs  of  God, 
who  had  permitted  the  Apollle  to  bring  from  the 
gates  of  death  ‘their  dear  child  ! What  mull 
have  been  their  gratitude  to  the  Apollle,  for  per- 
forming the  great  work  with  fuch  allonilhing 
fuccefs,  ai^d  relloring  the  re-animated  darling  to 
his  fond,  and  aim  oft  diilradled  parents!  And 
with  what  pleaMre  ought  We  to  embrace  the  pre- 
fent  opportunity  of  evincing  the  fame  gratitude 
towards  an  Inllitution,  which  has  now  for  twenty- 
jive»years  been  exerting  its  unwearied  endeavours 
in  the  caufe  of  the  Publick,  by  relloring  upwards 
'of  two  thoufand  of  our  fellow  creatures  from  every 
fpecies  of  apparent  didolution  ! 
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The  HUMANE  SOCIETY  has  defervedly  ex- 
perienced  the  approbation  and  fupport  of  the 
great,  the  learned,  and  the  good.  Men,  of  the 
firft  talents  in  every  rank  of  life,  have  been  proud 
to  contribute  their  efforts  to  forward  its  views, 
and  to  accelerate  its  defigns.  The  firfb  ornaments 
of  the  Clerical  Character  have  powerfully  pleaded, 
and  moll  forcibly  fhewn,  the  excellency  and 
utility  of  this  god-like  Inflitution : After  whofe 
various  learned,  eloquent,  and  impreffive  addreffes 
delivered  from  the  pulpit,  nothing  but  the  deepeft 
conviction  of  the  good  which  has  been  diffufed 
not  only  to  the  individuals  reftored  to  life,  but  to 
the  Community  at  large,  could  have  induced  me 
to  give  my  feeble  aid  to  perpetuate  its  fame,  and 
add,  if  poilible,  to  the  merited  reputation  it  has 
already  acquired. 

But  it  muff  be  lamented,  that  the  Patronage  it 
has  obtained,  though  truly  munificent,  has  been 
barely  equal  to  the  Expences  incurred  by  the  ex^- 
tenfive  circulation  of  the  plans,  the  diftribution 
of  the  apparatus  at  the  different  receiving-houfes, 
and  the  liberal  rewards  paid  to  thofe  who  aid  the 
Medical  Afliftants  in  their  attempts  to  recover 
life.  Thefe  are  fuch  conflant  drains  upon  the 
finances  of  the  Inftitution,  as  call  for  the  moft  li- 
beral 
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beral  afddance  of  the  Publick.  An  annual 
guinea,  dedudted  from  your  amufements  or  recre- 
ations, may  be  the  means  of  gladdening  the  fond 
parent’s  heart,  and  redoring  to  life,  to  peace  and 
happinefs,  the  dafF  of  his  declining  age. 

But,  further  to  excite  your  prefent  liberality, 
allow  me  to  fay,  that  this  Inditution  has  a claim 
fuperior  to  various  other  munificent  endowments 
that  do  honour  to  the  Britifli  character.  ’They 
only  guard  again  d the  approaches  of  death  : This 
does  infinitely  more.  It  purfues  the  grim  tyrant 
■even  to  the  very  borders  of  his  territories ; and 
fnatches  the  apparently  devoted  victims  from  his 
cold  embrace,  even  when  they  had  aflumed  his 
own  ghaflly  femblance  and  appearance.  To  pre- 
ferve  the  lives  of  our  fellow-countrymen  mud  at 
all  times  be  confidered  as  a molt  glorious  purfuit: 
and,  if  there  ever  was  a period  when  fuch  purfuits 
deferved  the  mod:  liberal  encouragement,  it  mud 
be  the  prefent ; in  which  our  lives,  our  Religion, 
our  property,  and  the  bed  intereds  of  our  fellow- 
men,  are  virulently  attacked,  and  their  annihi- 
lation threatened,  by  an  implacable  foe. 

It  is  impodible  to  fay  of  what  ufe  one  life  may 
be  to  the  State  at  this  momentous  crids.  The 
redoration  of  one  of  its  mod  inferior  members 
may  prove  its  prefervation.  Be  it  remembered, 

• • • that 
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that  the  liberties  of  Rome  were  preferved  by  i 
Have.  To  preferve  the  lives  of  the  lower  claiTes 
of  the  Community  muft  ever  be  moll  politic  and 
ufeful : for  it  is  a received  Opinion,  that  the 
riches  of  a nation  always  bear  a certain  proportion 
to  the  number  of  its  artificers  and  laborious  mem- 
bers ; and  that  a decreafe  of  them  caufes  a de- 
ereafe  of  its  wealth  and  power. 

The  Iofs  of  every  manufacturer  and  mechanic 
is  a fure  prejudice  to  commerce,  of  every  labourer 
to  agriculture,  of  every  feaman  to  navigation. 
But,  as  it  is  to  the  exertions  of  our  gallant  feamen 
that  we  are  indebted  for  the  peaceable  and  unin- 
terrupted enjoyment  of  the  labours  of  the  me- 
chanic and  the  hufbandman,  every  plan  for 
their  future  prefervation  muff  meet  with  the  de- 
cided approbation  of  their  grateful  and  admiring 
countrymen.  The  more  immediate  and  aCtive 
promoters  of  this  Charity,  therefore,  joining  in  the 
general  fentiments  of  gratitude  and  approbation, 
approving  of  the  ample  rewards  and  noble  encou- 
ragements held  forth  to  the  brave  defenders  of 
the  civil  and  religious  rights  of  their  fellow- 
fubjeCfs,  have  received  Plans  for  the  Prefervation 
of  Shipwrecked  Mariners. 

It  would  trefpafs  too  much  upon  your  time  to 
enter  upon  the  feveral  particulars  which  form  this 

ufeful 
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ufeful  Improvement.  They  have  already  been 
made  public.  The  only  difficulty  attending  the 
putting  of  them  into  execution,  they  look  up  to 
a generous  nation  to  remove  ; and  paft  experience 
has  convinced  them  that  they  fhall  not  long  look 
in  vain.  To  hold  out  affiftance  to  the  brave  failot, 
in  the  moment  of  expedied  diffolution  ; to  call 
him  back  to  his  wife,  his  family,  and  his  friends; 
and  thus  to  render  him  further  ferviceable  in  fup- 
porting  the  inful  ted  liberties  of  his  country ; is 
an  attempt  worthy  of,  and  peculiar  to,  the  Britifh 
character.  To  enlarge  upon  this  point,  or  to 
multiply  perfuafives  to  excite  your  fupport,  would 
be  an  infult  to  the  name  of  Britons.  I fhall  only 
obferve,  then,  that,  as  good  members  of  fociety, 
as  good  patriots,  and  as  lincere  lovers  of  your 
country,  you  are  ail  deeply  interefted  in  pro- 
moting the  welfare,  and  aiding  the  defigns  of  the 
Humane  Society  *•

2,3*9  Men,  Women,  and  Children,  reftored  to  Life. 

The  Medical  Affiftants  of  this  Society 
accept  no  Pecuniary  Recompence 
for  the  Time  they  devote  to  a difficult  and  tedious  Procefsj 
“ Their  foie  Reward  is  the  Joy  of  doing  good  f 
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Having'  endeavoured  to  fhew  that  in  a Com- 
mercial and  National  fenfe  you  are  all  concerned 
in  the  future  profperity  of  this  Inditution;  I mud: 
further  claim  your  attention,,  whild  I endeavour 
to  engage  the  bed  feelings  of  human  nature  in 
its  behalf.  The  love  of  our  offspring  is  enforced 
by  the  laws  of  Nature,  of  Man,  and  of  God. 
With  what  fedulous  and  unremitted  care  does 
every  fond  parent  watch  over  them  during  the 
two  feeble  periods  of  infancy  and  childhood  ! 
As  the  mind  expands  itfelf,  how  careful  are  they 
to  indill  into  them  not  only  what  fhould  be  the 
fird  principle  of  education,  a trud  and  affiance 
in  the  Supreme  Being ; but  alfo  to  adorn  them 
with  thofe  mental  acquirements,  and  external 
accomplifhments,  which  render  them  mod  dear 
to  their  parents,  beloved  by  their  friends,  and, 
we  trud,  acceptable  to  their  God. 

Suppofe,  then,  my  friends,  a child  thus  edu- 
cated, thus  accomplifhed,  thus  beloved,  in  an 
evil  hour,  by  fome  unforefeen  accident,  con- 
ligned  apparently  to  the  dark  mandpns  of  the 
dead  ! The  weeping  parents,  in  the  pungency  of 
their  forrow,  in  the  extremity  of  their  grief, 
fly,  with  uplifted  hands  and  dreaming  eyes,  to 
thefe  Sons  of  Humanity.  “ Come,”  fay  they,  6 4 try 

your 
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your  fkill,  exert  that  ability  which,  under  the 
providence  of  God,  has  fo  often  proved  fuc- 
cefsful.  Bring  back  to  our  difconfolate  breads 
the  darling  of  our  declining  years ; our  only 
folace  againd  the  calamities  of  life  ; — -the  only 
object  that  can  make  its  joys  delightful.  Let  us 
once  more  behold  that  countenance,  which  beamed 
with  filial  affiecdion  ; thofe  eyesj  which  fhot  forth 
the  tendered:  tokens  of  regard,  again  illumined 
with  returning  life,  and  redoring  peace  and  com- 
fort to  our  minds,  now  overwhelmed  with  the 
mod  agonizing  forrow  and  didrefs  1” 

Such  an  addrefs  as  this  mud  be  irreddible  i 
the  finer  feelings  of  the  human  heart,  the  ties  of 
Chridianity,  and  the  impulfe  of  Nature,  all  en- 
gage them  in  the  caufe  of  the  unhappy  fufterers, 
and  urge  them  to  the  humane,  but  truly  god- 
like undertaking.  What*  during  this  anxious 
period,  mud  be  the  feelings  of  the  fond,  but  al- 
mod  didradfed  parents ! At  length  Almighty 
Providence  dniles  upon  the  a£b  The  child  is 
redored  ; and  thofe  engaged  in  the  arduous  work 
exclaim  to  the  grateful  and  adoriifhed  parents,  in 
the  wmrds  of  my  text,  “ Trouble  not  yourfelves* 
“ for  his  life  is  in  him  !’T 

This  is  no  exaggerated  reprefentation.  The 
fcene  of  mingled  grief  and  joy  has  often  called 

C forth 
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forth  the  tear  of  fenfibility  from  thofe  employed 
to  admin  ifler  the  life-giving  means ; and  the 
over-whelming  tide  of  blifs  which  muft  then  be 
experienced  by  the  recently  miferable,  but  nov£ 
truly  happy  parents,  I have  witneffed,  when  at- 
tending the  annual  feftival  of  this  Inftitution. 
Yon  would  then,  with  me,  my  friends,  have  en- 
joyed the  trued:  feaffc  of  the  foul.  You  would 
have  feen  the  tear  of  gratitude  darting  from  the 
eye  of  the  aged  matron.  You  would  have  beheld 
the  fond  father  returning,  by  a lilent  but  irre- 
liftible  kind  of  eloquence,  his  ardent  thanks  to 
the  promoters  of  his  prefent  happinefs.  You 
would  have  been  witnefs  to  a group  of  happy 
beings,  each  bearing  the  Great  Charter  of  his 
faith,  and  offering  up  to  God  and  their  prefervers 
the  incenfe  of  their  unfeigned  thanks.  The  fight 
would  have  warmed  your  hearts,  and  muff  have 
enlifted  you  among#  the  firm  unalterable  friends 
of  this  excellent  Edablifhment. 

But,  left  further  perfuafives  fhould  yet  be 
neceffary  to  animate  you  to  the  glorious  work, 
* look  there  ! behold  that  cloud  of  witneffes  F 
living  monuments  of  the  fuccefs  attending  the 
efforts  of  humanity  ! In  them,  behold  your  God

glorified. 
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glorified,  and  the  interefts  of  his  Religion  MeriU 
tially  promoted ! Had  they  hot  been  refcuect 
from  the  ravages  of  the  great  deftroyer,  they 
might  have  descended  to  the  grave  before  they 
had  experienced  the  power  of  Chrift’s  ^gofpel,  of 
been  in  any  way  ferviceable  td  the  interefts  of 
their  fellow- creatures. 

When  We  refledt  upon  the  frailty  df  human 
nature,  it  will  not  be  uncharitable  to  fuppofe, 
that  they  might  not  be  prepared  to  meet  their 
God.  Had  not  Divine  Providence  permitted  the 
hand  of  Death  to  lay  heavy  upon  them,  they 
might  have  lived,  and,  dreadful  to  think  ! they 
might  have  died,  without  once  feeling  the  ener- 
getic power  of  facred  truth.  But,  fince  their 
miraculous  recall  from  the  confines  of  the  grave, 
we  cannot  for  a moment  fuppofe  that  they  can 
any  longer  continue  infenfible  to  the  Great  Power 
who  reftored  them,  or  remain  any  longer  deaf 
to  his  divine  precepts. 

If  fuch  have  been  the  benefits  derived  to  thefe 
now  before  you,  how  fhall  we  eftimate  the 
ftupendous  blefling  conveyed  to  thofe,  who, 
in  the  moment  of  dark  defpair,  unfortified  by 
thofe  religious  barriers  which  alone  would  have 
enabled  them  to  fuftain  firmly  the  ftorms  of 
C a adverfe 
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adverfe  fortune,  knpioufly  attempted  to  wretfj 
from  the  hands  of  their  great  Creator  his  in-* 
difputable  prerogative  to  difpofe  of  that  ex- 
igence which  he  alone  could  give!  I am  au- 
thorifed  by  the  Reports  of . the  Society  to  af- 
firm,  that,  in  various  inftances,  their  reftora- 
tion  has  been  the  means  of  implanting  in  their 
now  calm  and  refigned'  breaths  the  deepeft  fenfe 
of  gratitude  to  their  prefervers,  and  the  moft  pro- 
found veneration  of  that  Supreme  Being,  by 
whofe  divine  permiffion  they  have  been  faved  not 
only  from  temporal,  but  probably  from  eternal 
de thru 61: ion.  The  gloom  which  once  pervaded 
their  defponding  minds,  and  caufed  them  to  fully 
the  image  of  their  Maker,  is  now  fucceeded  by  a 
ready  acquiefcence  in  his  divine  difpenfations. 
They  are  refolved  to  fufhain,  with  religious  for- 
titude,. the  future  evils  of  life  ; and,  though  the 
dark  clouds. of  adverhty  fhould  again  cafh  a fhadc 
over  their  temporal  happinefs,  yet,  with  good  old 
Eli,  will  they  exclaim,  c<  It  is  the  Lord,  let  him 
do:  what  feemeth  him  good;”  and,  with  the 
royal  Pfalmith,  “ They  will  praife  the  Lord* 
“ while  they  live ; yea,  as  long  as  they  have 
any  being,  they  will  ling  praifes  to  their 
“ God.”'  Such  important  effedls  wrought  in 
the  minds  of  thofe  recalled  to  life,  and,  more 
efpecially,  of  the  unhappy  filicides  reftored  to 
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fociety,  to  themfelves,  to  virtue,  and  to  their 
God,  are  fufficient  to  gain  a fieady  profelyte 
in  every  good,  beneficent,  and  truly  pious  cha- 
racter. But  if,  in  addition  to  thefe  perfuafives, 
I have  been  fo  fortunate  as  to  produce  others , 
which  have  convinced  you,  that,  as  members 
of  the  Community,  as,  good  patriots,  as  lovers 
of  God,  and  fincere  profeflors  of  his  holy  re- 
ligion, you  are  all  interefied  in  the  prefent 
fuccefs  and  future  welfare  of  the  Humane  So- 
ciety ; if  you  believe  that  thefe  important  ad- 
vantages have  been  derived  to  mankind  by 
the  extenfive  and  difinterefied  endeavours  of 
the  Sons  of  Humanity ; — if  thefe  confiderations- 
have  gained  an  afcendancy  in  your  minds,  you 
will  now  evince  by  your  liberal  contributions 
the  high  fenfe  you  entertain  of  its  utility,  and 
by  your  example  engage  others  in  the  fame  work 
and  labour  of  love. 

May  your  oblations  this  day  call  down  upon 
you  and  yours  the  richefl:  bleffings  which  God 
can  give,  or  man  receive  ! May  the  Almighty 
ffiield  you  all  from  the  various  accidents  in- 
cident to  human  life ! May  the  bleffings  of 
thofe  who  were  ready  to  perifh  come  upon  you, 
and  procure  for  you  prefent  and  eternal  peace  ! 
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May  you  all  defcend,  with  well-grounded  hopes 
of  everlafting  happinefs,  into  the  lilent  cham- 
bers of  the  grave  ; and,  at  the  laft  great  day, 
arife  from  thence  in  triumph  ; being  made  par- 
takers of  that  happy  fentence,  cc  Well  done, 
good  and  faithful  fervants,  enter  ye  into  your 
Mafter  s joy  !”

On  Tuefday , the  19 th  of  March, 

A Committee  of  Directors  of  the  Royal  Humane  Society 
was  held  at  the  London  CofFee-houfe,  at  which  fome  of  the 
Elder  Brethren  of  the  Trinity-houfe  did  them  the  honour  a 
fecond  time  to  attend.  — The  refolution  of  a former 
Committee  was  read,  relative  to  an  ingenious  EBay  prefented 
to  the  Humane  Society,  and  ordering  the  publication  of  the 
fame  with  the  confent  of  the  Author. — On  opening  the 
fealed  note  which  accompanied  the  fame,  it  appeared  to  be 
Dr.  Fothergill,  of  Bath. 

After  duly  confidering  the  various  proje£ls  fubmitted  to 
their  coohderauon  for  faving  lives  in  cafes  of  fhipwreck, 
and  affifting  veffels  in  diftrefs,  the  Committee  unanimoully 
concluded  on  the  following  refolutions :

Refolved , That  the  fum,  appropriated  to  the  firjl  prize , 
be  divided  among  the  other  Candidates,  in  the  following 
proportions. 

Mr.  R.  Crane,  of  Norwich,  as  a testimony  of  the  pains 
and  ingenuity  which  he  has  taken  on  this  important  qccafion, 
is  requefted  to  accept  of  a prefent  of  four  guinea?.

To  No.  6,  the  fame  is  adjudged. 

Refolved , That  the  Treasurer  be  requeued  to  tranfmit 
the  thanks  of  this  pommittee  to  Abraham  Bosquet,  efq, 
for  his  ingenious  communication  ; and  the  Committee  hope 
he  will  continue  his  attention  to  the  fubjed.

I.  That  means  may  be  contrived  for  preventing  veflels 
which  are  light  ana  of  particular  importance,  fuch  as 
packets,  from  foundering  at  fea,  by  means  of  a thick  lining 
of  cork  or  very  light  timber,  which  may  prevent  the  vedei 
from  linking  in  cafe  of  any  of  her  planks  darting,  or  other 
accidents  happening  to  the  jiuil. 

II.  That,  in  cafe  of  fhipwreck,  the  grand  objed  is  to 
form  a communication  with  the  Ihore;  and  it  appears  to  this 
Committee*  that  the  mod  probable  means  of  effeding  this 
objed  is  to  convey  a rope  or  line  by  fome  projedile  force  to 

the 
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the  neareft  land  ; and  that,  the  more  fimple  the  machine 
for  this  purpofe  ('having  ample  power),  the  more  likely  it 
is  to  have  a proper  pra&ical  effeCh 

III.  That  the  conflru&ion  of  life-boats  to  go  from  the 
fhore  to  a veffel  wrecked  or  in  diftrefs  (which  life-boats 
ought  to  be  lined  with  cork  or  light  timber  fo  as  to  keep 
buoyant  in  almofl  all  cafes)  is  a mod  laudable  and  excellent 
invention ; and  this  Committee  cannot  but  hope,  that,  if 
this  plan  was  univerfally  adopted  on  all  our  fea-coafts,  at 
leaf!:  wherever  it  is  practicable,  it  would  fave  the  lives  of 
numbers  of  mariners,  and  other  perfons  valuable  to  fociety. 

IV.  Th  at  the  Institutionof  a Body  of  Watermen 
ready  to  venture,  on  all  occafions  of  fhipwreck,  in  life- 
boats, or  other  veflels,  to  ajfift  perfons  in  diftrefs , would  be 
extremely  ufeful.— That  fuch  perfons  fliould  have  particular 
privileges,  particular  protections  from  being  imprcfTed,  and 
perhaps  badges  fuch.  as  the  firemen  in  London,  and  fhould 
be  encouraged  by  the  profpeCt  of  rewards  to  adventure  or* 
all  fuch  occafions. 

These  Resolutions  are  humbly  fubmitted  by  this 
Committee  to  the  candid  confideratioa  of  the  Publick;  and 
all  feafaring  gentlemen,  and  mechanicks,  are  earneftly 
entreated  to  give  their  attention  to  thefe  and  other  methods 
for  preferving  the  lives  of  ihipwreeked  mariners.

Mr.  Baldock’s  Son  fell  into  a pond,  and  remained  at 
leaft  a quarter  of  an  hour  in  the  pond  before  affiftance  could 
be  obtained. — An  elder  brother’s  difmal  cries  being  heard  by 
a hatter,  he  haftened  to  the  fpot  and  fearched  for  the  body 
in  vain.’ — The  women  prevailed  on  him  to  make  a fecond 
attempt , and,  after  fome  time,  he  found  the  body. — The 
ALMOST  DISTRACTED  FATHER  HAD  ARRIVED,  and 
declared  his  fon  to  all  appearance  dead\  — face  black, 
pulfation  and  breathing  had  ceafed.  — He  carried  his 
lifelefs  child  home. — The  fond  anxious  parents  rubbed  the 
body  with  hot  cloths,  &c. — The  Humane  Society’s  procefs 
was  employed  for  a full  hour  without  the  fmalleft  profpedl  of 
fuccefs.  They  perfevered,  and  at  length  had  the  happinefs 
to  difcover  returning  life.  This  encouraged  the  Father. 
and  Mother  to  redouble  their  exertions,  which  proved 
ineffectual  for  two  hours,  the  body  appearing  as  a corpfer — At 
the  expiration  of  four  hours  they  brought  the  vital  fun&ions 
into  vilible  a&ion.— The  return  of  animation  feemed 
painful  to  him  ; cried  loud  ; his  eyes  on  a fudden  burft  wide 
open,  and  were  full  of  terror: — The  warm  bath  was  now 
continued  breaft-high,  in  which  fituation  he  became  calm 
for  about  ten  minutes.  When  taken  out  and  put  into  a 
warm  bed,  he  was  foon  after  perceived  to  breathe. 

My  dear  boy  now  fpoke  incoherently. — About  nine  his 
mother  went  to  bed  to  him  ; he  palled  the  night  without 
fleep,  with  heat,  and  no  fweat.  By  medical  attention  in 
about  three  weeks  his  health  was  perfectly  reftored

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LIFE  OF  A SAILOR  RESTORED. 

Attested  by  CAPTAIN  R.  D.  FANCOURT. 

Jan . 26,  1799,  at  Sun~fet' 

JOHN  HILL,  a Seaman  of  H.  M.  S.  Agamemnon,  fell 
over-board. — The  boat  being  fome  way  aftern  of  the  fhip, 
and  the  tide  running  flrong  againft  them,  it  was  about 
fifteen  minutes  before  he  was  on  board.  His  face  and  lips 
livid,  eyes  fixed,  and  other  appearances  of  difTolution. 
The  Refufcitative  means  recommended  by  the  H.  S.  were 
afliduoufly  employed.  In  about  half  an  hour  I perceived, 
with  joy,  the  lungs  faintly  refuming  their  office. — The  pupil 
fhewed  a tendency  to  contrail,  a quivering  of  the  upper  lip, 
convulfions,  and  a gradual  diffufion  of  vitality. 

The  convulfions  foon  after  ceafed,  he  jefpired  eafy,  and 
deglutition  returned,  but  remained  comatofe ; when  he 
awoke  was  furprifed  to  find  himfelf  in  that  firuation,  and 
did  not  recollect  any  thing  that  occurred  from  the  time  he  fell 
overboard.  His  pulfe  was  flrong  and  full ; therefore,  to 
obviate  fubfequent  inflammation,  I took  a few  ounces  more 
blood  from  him,  and  purfued  the  antiphlogiftic  plan, 
which,  in  a few  days,  perfectly  reflored  him  to  life  and 
health.

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INTENSE  COLD. 

AN  EXTRAORDINARY  INSTANCE  OF 
RESUSCITATION. 

Holiwell , North  IVales,  Feb.  21,  1 799. 

D.  Hughes  was,  on  the  4th  indant,  at  day-break,  found 
near  the  road-fide,  under  Greenfield  Hall,  emerged  in  j how . 
He  was  difcovered  lying  upon  his  face,  frigid,  and  apparently 
dead.  The  body  was  conveyed  to  a copperTorge,  where 
he  was  very  imprudently  placed  near  a large  fire,  till  iny 
arrival,,  which  was  at  lead:  three  quarters  of  an  hour;  his  lips 
livid,  the  heart  and  arteries  deprived  of  their  wonted  actions* 
accompanied  with  other  circumdances  fo  unfavourable  that  I 
defpaired  of  fuccefs.  I began  and  continued  with  fri&ion 
for  half  an  hour,  he  was  put  into  a warm  bath,  where  the 
friCtion  was  repeated  with  fuccefs.  It  was  full  three  quarters 
of  an  hour  before  warmth  diffufed  itfelf  over  the  forface  of 
the  body.  At  this  time  a feeble  pulfation  of  the  radial  artery 
was  difcoverable,  and  he  made  efforts  to  open  his  eyes, 
which  he  at  lad  effected,  but  feemed  wild  and  incoherent. 
We  now  got  down  a little  fpiced  wine,  and  from  this  moment 
he  progreflively  got  better.  After  having  ufed  the  various 
refufcitative  means  for  near  four  hours,  the  powers  of  vitality 
were  happily  redored. 

He  left  the  houfe  about  ten  o’clock,  but  continued  riotous 
about  an  hour  afterwards  ; it  is  therefore  conjectured,  from 
the  fhort  way  he  walked  (about  a quarter,  ol  a mile  only), 
that  he  mud  have  lain  above  / even  hours  expofed  to  as 
inclement  a night  as  we  have  experienced  this  feafon.  Though 
1 communicate  this  cafe  as  the  fird  indance  of  fuccefs  that 
has  occurred  in  this  part  of  North  Wales;  it  will  be  no 
fmall  gratification  to  you  to  find,  that  we  are  not  inactive 
in  thefe  parts,  in  purfuing  the  means  introduced  by  that 
inimitable  Inditution,  the  H.  S.  To  me,  Sir,  it  is  fome 
confolation,  when  I refleCt  that  I have  been  indrumentai  in 
redoring  fufpinded  life.

— The  faithful 
failor  afliduoufly  employed  fritiion,  ftimulants,  &c.  which;' 
reftored  life  ; and  Captain  Noddings  is  at  this  time  in 
perfeCt  health,  and  arrived  at  Hull.

THE  DROWNED. 

I.— Convey  carefully  the  Body,  with  the  Head  raided, 

, to  the  neared:  Receiving  Houfe. 

2. — Strip,  dry  the  Body  ; clean  the  Mouth  and  Noftrils. 

3< — Young  Children  to  be  put  between  two 
Perfons  in  a warm  Bed. 

4. — An  Adult — Lay  the  Body  on  a Bed, 
and  in  cold  Weather  near  the  Fire. 

In  warm  Seafons  Air  would  be  freely  admitted. 

5. — The  body  to  be  gently  rubbed  with  Flannel,  fprinkled 
with  Spirits  or  Flour  of  Muftard  ; 
and  a heated  Warming  Pan,  coved,  may  be  lightly  moved 
over  the  Back  and  Spine. 

6. — The  Breast  to  be  fomented  with  hot  Spirits ; 
hot  Bricks  or  Tiles  covered,  to  be  applied  to  the 
Soles  of  the  Feet,  and  Palms  of  the  Hands. 

If  no  Signs  of  Life  appear,  the  Body  to  be  put  into 
the  warm  Bath. 

Prefs  the  lower  part  of  the  Larynx  backwards  upon  the 
Gullet ; 

the  predate  fhould  be  only  upon  the  cricoid  cartilage , 
by  which  the  gullet  may  be  ftraitened  ; 
while  the  paflage  through  the  larynx  is  not  interrupted. 

When  the  lungs  are  filled  with  air, 
prefs  the  bread:  and  belly,  that  it  may  be  again  expelled; 

then  the  blowing  and  expuidon  fhould  be  repeated, 
fo  as  to  imitate  the  alternate  motions  of  natural  refpiration. 

7. — Tobacco  Smoke  is  10  be  thrown  gen-  y inro  the 
Fundament,  with  a proper  Inflrument,  or  t e Bowl  of  a Pipe 
covered,  fo  as  to  defend  the  Mouth  of  the  Afliit  nt. 
The  Intestines  retain  t e longest  their  irritability  ; 
therefore  the  inaction  fhould  be  fupported  or  renewed, 
as  fo  confiderable  a portion  of  the  moving  hbies 
tnuft  contribute,  in  a great  degree,  10  reflpre  the 
a&ivity  of  the  whole  iyftem.

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***  Cullen  fays — The  J moke  of  Tobacco  has  been  moft 
commonly  applied,  and  on  many  occafioh* 
proved  very  efficacious. 

The  felices  cafus  vita  reftiiuta  by  the  Medical  Assistants 
have  eftablifhed  the  ufe  of  this  herb  in  the  enematic  form 
as  one  of  the  media  of  eleciting  the  abditee  vires  natu  a.

8. — To  restore  Breathing— introduce  the 
Pipe  of  a Bellows  (when  no  apparatus  is  at  hand) 
into  one  Noftril,  the  other  and  Mouth  being  clofed,  • 
inflate  the  Lungs , till  the  Breaft  be  a little  railed ; 
the  Mouth  and  Noftrils  muft  then  be  let  free : 
repeat  this  Procefs  till  Life  appear. 

9 — Electricity 
is  recommended  to  be  early  employed 
by  the  Medical  AlMants, 
or  other 

judicious  Practitioners, 

INTENSE  cold. 

Rub  the  Body  with  Snow , Ice , or  Cold  Water , 
Reftore  Warmth,  &c.  by  flow  Degrees; 

and  after  fome  Time, 
if  there  be  no  Appearance  of  Life,  the 
Plans  of  Refufcitation  for  the  Drowned  muft  be  employed* 


SUSPENSION  BY  THE  CORD. 

1.  — A few  Ounces  of  Blood  may  be  taken  from  the 

jugular  Yein  ; 

Cupping-glafles  applied  to  the  Head  and  Neck; 
Leeches  alfo  to  the  Temples. 

2.  — The  other  Methods  of  Treatment,  the  fame  as 

recommended  for  the  Apparently  Drowned. 


INTOXICATION. 

The  Body  to  be  laid  on  a Bed,  with  the  Head  a little  railed; 
the  Neckcloth,  See.  removed. 

Obtain  immediate  Medical  Assistance, 
as  the  Modes  of  Treatment  muft  be  varied  according  to  the 
Circumftances  of  the  Patient. 


SUF- 
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SUFFOCATION  BY  NOXIOUS  VAPOURS. 

Cold  Water  to  be  repeatedly  thrown  upon  the  Face,  &c. 
drying  the  Body  at  Intervals. 

If  the  Body  feels  cold,  employ  gradual  Warmth  ; 
and  the  Plans  for  reftoring  the  Drowned, 
in  all  cafes  of  Apparent  Death. 


GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

Resuscitation. 

On  the  dawn  or  Firffc  indication  of  returning  life,  the 
prudent  practitioner  will  refign  the  office  of  Art  to  Nature — * 
It  is  evident  that  Art  has  contributed  her  fhare  by  enabling 
Nature  to  ftruggie  with  the  immediate  caufe  of  oppreffion. 

i. — -On  Signs  of  Returning  Life, 
a Tea-fpoonful  of  warm  Water  may  be  given  ; 
and,  if  fwallowing  be  returned, 
warm  Wine,  or  diluted  Brandy. 

The  Patients  muft  be  put  into  a warm  Bed, 
and,  if  difpofed  to  Sleep, 
they  will  generally  awake  perfe&ly  reflored. 

2.—  The  Plans  above  recommended  are  to  be  ufed 
Three  or  Four  Hourst
